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10 . Power to cancel licences . - ( 1 ) The licensing authority may by order , after 
giving the licensee an opportunity of being heard, cancel his licence on any of the 
following grounds , namely : 
( a ) that the licence had been obtained by mis -representation as to a material 

particular; or 
( b ) that any of the provisions of this Order or any of the terms and condi 

tions of the licence has been contravened ; or 
( c ) that the licensee has been convicted of any offence for adulteration of 

tea under the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act , 1954 ( 37 of 1954 ) . 
The licensee shall, as soon as poss .ble , be served with a copy of the order cancel 
ling the licence . 

( 2 ) Where a licence is cancelled under sub - clause ( 1 ) , the licensee shall not 
be entitled to claim refund of any sum paid to the licensing authority in respect 
of the licence . 


11 Disposal of stocks where Ucence is not renewed or is cancelled . - - Every 
person whose application for renewal of his licence has been refused or whose 
licence has been cancelled under this Order shall dispose of his stocks of tea waste 
in accordance with the provisions of clause 4 within such time as may be fixed in 
this behalf by the licensing authority . 


12 . Appeal.-- - Any person aggrieved by an order 

( a ) refusing to grant or renew a licence, or 

(b ) cancelling a licence , 
may within sixty days from the date of service of the order , appeal to the Central 
Government and the decision of the Central Government shall be Anal. 


13 . Restriction on possession of stocks . - ( 1 ) No licensee shall at any time after 
the expiry of four months from the date referred to in clause 3 have in his pos 
session any quantity of tea waste exceeding the quantity fixed in respect of him 
in this behalf by the licensing authority . 

( 2 ) The licensing authority for the purpose of fixing any quantity of tea waste 
under sub - clause ( 1 ) shall have regard to the following factors, namely : 


( i ) tea waste sold or exported by the licensee or utilised by him in the 

manufacture of caffeine in the calendar year immediately preceding 
the date of the licence or, as the case may be, the date of renewal 

therof ; 
( li) such other factors as the licensing authority may consider relevant in 

the circumstances of the case . 


14. Taking of samples. ( 1) Any officer of the Board duly authorised by the 
licensing authority may at all reasonable times take samples of tea waste held 
in stock by a licensee in such manner as may be prescribed by the licensing 
authority and have them analysed by an analyst approved by the licensing autho 
rity for the purpose of ascertaining if the tea waste has been denaturcd in accor 
dance with the second proviso to clause 3 . 

( 2 ) Where any sample is taken under sub -clause ( 1 ) , Its cost calculated at the 
rate at which such tea waste is usually sold shall be paid or offered to the person 
from whom it is taken , 


15 . Maintenance of records. - ( 1 ) The licensing authority may issue directions 
to any licensee requiring him to maintain such records of his purchases , sales , 
exports , contracts or other matters connected with his undertaking or business 
in tea waste and in such form as may be specified in the directions. 


( 2 ) Any direction of the nature referred to in sub -rlause ( 1 ) may be issued 
generally to all licensees or any class thereof. 


16 . Power to enter , search and seize . — ( 1 ) The licensing authority or any officer 
of the Board specially authorised in writing by that authority in this behall or 
an officer of the Central Excise Department not below the rank of Inspector may 
enter and search at all reasonable times any land , building , enclosed place , 
premises , vehicle , vessel, aircraft , conveyance , plant or machinery upon or In 
which tea waste is processed , stored sorted manufactured , carried or sold ; and 
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guch authority or officer , having reason to believe that the tea waste is being 
processed , stored , sorted , manufactured , carried or sold in contravention of this 
Order may seize such tea waste . 

( 2 ) The provisions of sections 102 and 103 of the Code of Criminal Procedure . 
1898 relating to search and selzure shall , so far as may be, apply to searches and 
sedzures under this clause . 


17. Checking of accounts . The licensing authority or any officer of the Board 
specially authorised in writing by that authority in this behalf or an officer of 
the Central Excise Department not below the rank of Inspector may check the 
accounts or records of tea waste of any licensee , or check his stocks of tea waste 
physically for all or any of the purposes of the Act or this Order . 


18. Fees for a licence. - - The fęc payable to the licensing authority for the grant 
of a ucence shall be Afty rupees and for its renewal five rupees . 


19 . Mode of service of an order or direction . Any order or direction made or 
issued by the licensing authority may be served in the following manner, namely : 
; ( a ) in the case of an order of a general nature or affecting a class of persons, 

by notification in the Official Gazette ; 
(b ) in the case of an ordor directed to a specified individual 

( 1 ) by delivering or tendering it to that individual; or 
( 2 ) If it cannot be so delivered or tendered , hy affixing it on the outer 

door or some other conspicuous part of the premises in which that 
individual lives , and a written report thereof shall be prepared and 
witnessed by two persons living in the neighbourhood . 


20 . Breach of Conditions of licence to be deemed as contravention of this order . 
- If any licensee commits any breach of any of the terms and conditions of the 
licence , he shall be deemed to have contravened the provisions of this Order.

BOMBAY Act No. XXXI OF 1947 

THE BOMBAY MONEY -LENDERS ACT, 1946 
An Act to regulate the transactions of money -lending in the Province of Bombay. 

Whereas it is expedient to make better provision for the regulation and control 
of transactions of money - lending in the Province of Bombay ; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: 

1, Short title , extent and commencement. - ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Bombay Money - lenders Act , 1946. 
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( 2 ) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Tripura 


2 Definitions. In this Act, unless there is anything rcpugnant in the subject 
or context, 
( 1 ) bank " means a banking company as defined in the Banking Companies 

Act, 1949 ( X of 1949 ) , 
( 2 ) " business of money -lending means the business of advancing loans 

whether or not in connection with or in addition to any other business , 
(3 ) " Capital" means a sum of money which a money -lender invests in the 

business of money lending ; 
( 4 ) " Company " means a company as defined in the Indian Companies Act, 

1913 ( VII of 1913 ) . or formed in pursuance of an Act of Parliament 
of the United Kingdom 01 by Royal Charter or Letters Patent, or by 

an Act of the Legislature of a British Possession , 
( 5 ) " Co - operative society " means a society registered or d - emed to have 

been registered under the law relating to co -operative societies in 
force in Tripura or any such law in force elsewhere in the territory 

of India ; 
( 6 ) " interest " includes any sum , by whatsoever name callcd , in cxcess of 

the principal paid or payable to a money - lcnder in consideration of 
or otherwise in respect of a loan , but does not include any sum law 
fully charged by a moncy - lender for or on account of costs , charges 
or expenses in accordance with the provisions of this Act, or any 

other law for the time being in force ; 
( 7 ) " licence" means a licence granted under this Act, 
(8 ) " licence Ice " means the fee payable in respect of a licence , 
( 9 ) " loan " means an advance at interest whether of money or in lind , 

but does not include 
( a ) a deposit of money or other property in a Goveinment Post Office 

Bank or in any other bank or in a company or with a co - operative 

society ; 
( b ) a loan to , or by, or a deposit with any society or assuriation 

registered under the Societies Registration Act, 1860 (XXI of 1860 ) , 
or any othoi enactment relating to a public , religious or charitable 

object; 
( c ) a loan advanced by Government or by any local authority authorised 

by Government : 
( d ) a loan advanced by a co -operative socicty ; 
( dl) an advance made to a subscriber to , or a depos 1or in , a Provident 

Fund from the amount standing to his credit in the fund in 

Accordance with the rules of the fund ; 
(12 ) a loan to or by an insurance company as defined in the Insurance 

Act, 1938 (VI of 1938 ) , 
( e ) a loan to , or by a bank ; 
( f ) an advance made on the basis of a negotiable instrument as defined 

in the Negotiable Instruments Act , 1881 (XXVI of 1881 ) , other than 

a promissory note ; 
( g ) except for the purposes of sections 23 and 25 , 

( 1) a loan to a tiader ; 
( 11 ) a loan to a money lender who holds a valid licence , or 
( 11 ) a loan , by a landlord to his tenant for financing of ciops ou seasonal 

finance, of not more than Rs 50 per acres of land held by the 
tenant 


( 10 ) " Money - lender" means , 

(1 ) an individual, or 
( 11 ) an undivided Hindu family, or 
( 111 ) * 
( 111a ) a company, or 
( iv ) an unincorporated body of individuals, who or which - - 

( a ) carries on the business of money lending in the Union territory ; or
